The price of wool to local mnufacturers during the war has been determined as 
appraised price plus charges and plus some allowance for the fact that appraised 
prices have averaged less than the British contract price, (The return to the 
grower is brought up to the contract price by a flat rate adjustment at the end of 
each appraisement season). So far the surcharges payable by local users have been 
less than the flat rate adjustments and for the current season the Central Wool 
Committee increased the surcharge to 25% (shorn wool) assuring recoyery of past 


+. 
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deficiencies, Recently the power to determine local prices of wool was transferred , 
to the Prices Commissioner. He has determined that local users shall pay 10% : 
surcharge on appraised prices of shorn wool and 5% on skin wool (instead of 2% 
and 175% respectively). The adjustment is retrospective to July 1, 1942. 


The effect of the reduction on the prices of finished garments will be slight, 


Excluding locally consumed wool, Britain has so far paid £188.5m, for the war- 
time .Lustralian clips of shorn wool and £3./70m for sheepskins. 


The British Wool Federation has passed a resolution against continuance of 
price control in the wool industry after the war.
